WASTES LIVES 


Shoots His Wife and Babe^ and Then Commits 


Suicide to End Sroubles. 


HE USED A SHOT GUN VERY FREELY 


Murderer Walked to His Sister's Home—Told of Crime 


Then Shot Himself Before Posse 


Arrived. 


Rochester. Ind.. Dec. ".—In a.fit of 


Jealousy. Gilbert Burns Tuesday nlpht 
killed three persons and himself. His 
victims Include Ills wife, baby, and 
Joseph Gripe. 
Another woman was 


seriously wounded by a bullet -which 


< went wide of Its marl;. The tragedy 
•was enacted at the home of his vic- 
tim. Gripe, two miles frorfl here. 


Burns' wife, who separated 
from 


him thrco months ago, and wa.s cm- 
ployed as a mirse to Gripe's mother, 
•was Hitting at the supper table when 
her husband stole tip with revolver 
In hand. 


. 
Flret Through Window. 


Burns waited until he located hi* 


wife In the lighted room and then 
moving quickly to the window he fired 
at her. The bullet HI ruck her head 
Just back of the left ear. In her arms 
she held their baby, and before tlio 
woman fell another bullet ended the 
child's life. too. ' 


Burns then shot at Gripe, whom he 


- accused of paying attentions to his 


wife. The bullet struck Gripe on the 
right temnle. Instantly killing him. 


The first slTot"stfirck' another mem- 


ber of the household. Miss Martha 
Braman, over the right eye. She may 
die. 
None of the members of the 


household remained unharmed save 
the aged mother of Gripe. Screaming 
In terror, sho ran from the house to 
give tho alarm. Burns made no at- 
tempt to .stop her. He calmly re- 
traced his steps to the house of his 
sister, Mrs. Sarah Werner. 


When he reached It he went into 


tho sitting room, and without n word 
drew out the revolver, and, putting It 
to his temple, pulled the trigger. 


Posse Finds Murderer Dead. 


The woman fainted at the night, 


and remained unconrclous until mem- 
bers of a posse that had quickly gath- 
ered reached the house In their search. 
Finding Burns dead, the posse dis- 
banded. 


Burns was 50 years old and his wlfo 


only 28. Burns had been Jealous. It 
Is asserted, for somo^months. and this 
terminated In the 'separation. 


In the sumo morgun In Rochester 


lie the. bodies of Burns and the threo 
persons he killed, a grcwsome flnalo 
to the terrible affair. 


WOMAN WARNS THE TOWN 


OF THE IMPENDING DANGER 


Saying That .the Parlors, of 


Pleasure Are To Be 


Closed. 


Marlon. Ind.. Dec. 7.—"Marlon shall 


soon close her parlors of pelasure." 
Mrs. Viola Pownell said this message 
came to her in a vision from Ood, it 
being written on tho northwestern 
sky In large letters of stars that re- 
fembled electric lights now in use In 
advertising. 
So impressed was she 


with the vision, she'claims, that sho 
had bills printed and distributed about 
tho city to warn the people of an 
impending danger. 


The placard read as fallows: 
"Marlon shall soon close her par- 


lors of pleasure. 
Thef'o were tho 


words God Ravo me in a vision. It 
seems like God Is going to pour out 
his wrath on this city. God never al- 
lowed destruction on a city or penpls 
without sending a warning first. You 
will find the answer io my vision In 
Habakkuk. second chapter, second and 
third verse*, and Ezeklol, second chap- 
ter, seventh verce.

"Mrs. Viola Pownell." 


Mrs. Pownell said: "The affair has 


been the caitue of a groat deal of 
worry to me. When It wan presented 
to me I did not care to tell It to rela- 
tives or friends, as I thought they 
•would ridicule me and say I was fanat- 
ical or insane. 


Keeps Vision Secret. 


"I kept the affair a secret for somo 


time, but I xeesicd to bo Impressed 
dally that it WHS my duty to heed 
the warning. 
I continued to resist 


until I began to lose sleep and was 
unable to cat. I then decided to seek 
a solution by prayer. 
1 prayed for 


guidance and was told to seek my 
Bible. 


"This did not satisfy me. because I 


am not a great reader of-tho Hlblo 
and ;m im^Jj to__Mnderr*jjnd_n great 


«li<V IKZl I'T.ti rcaft. 
I attempted to 


.dismiss tho thought from mV mind, 
but for three days and three nights I 
xvas unablo to eat or sleep. 


"I n^nln prayed for Instructions and 


was told to seek my Bible. I opened 
tho book, and In flaming lines I read: 
'And tho Lord answered and said. 
Write the vision and make It plain 
(upon tables, that ho may' run that 
readeth It. For the vision Is yet for 
an appointed time, hut at the end It 
shall speak and nnt lie; though It 
tarry, wait nnt for It. because It will 
surely como: it will not tarry." 


"This wns tlio second and 
third 


verges of tho second chapter of Habak- 
kuk. I did ngf know such a hook exist- 
ed In the Bible. 


Finds Guidance In Bible. 


"I continued to hesitate for fear of 


ridicule, hut was po Impressed with 
what I had seen and read that I again 
prayed. In en answer to this prayer 
I was n train told to seek my niblo. 
Again I opened it and rend: 'And thoti 
shall speak my words unto them, 
whether they will hear or whether 
they will forbear, for they are rebel- 
lious.' 


"T!:ls was tho seventh verse of the 


second chapter nf nzeklnl. I havo no 
explanation to make, except as stated. 
I do not believe In clairvoyance, am 
not a religious fnnnttc or spiritualist. 
I am a member of the Congregational 
church, attempt to live a Christian life 
and do what I think Is right."

The 
great benefit to be derived from the 
work of a man like Folk Is the liber- 
alizing of sentiment to such nn ex- 
tc^it that it will not grant that a 
man stands for all that Is good sim- 
ply because he says he is conservn 
live, nor fear n man simply because 
he advocates great changes In exist 
Ing affairs. 
Conservatism, of course 


Is only a relative term and the most 
radical move might be conservatism 
and a "stand-pat" policy might be 
radical..
